county are alive to the importance 
of establishicg a tuberculosis hospit- 
al* in the eonnty. They all acrreo 
that a hosf:ilal ia needed and they 
are not merely giving the matter a 
passing thought, bnt are deeply lc« 
t.'redtt'd and it is highly probable 
that within a short time the hospital 
will be eatablished. The six weeks 
htaith campaign beini; prusecuted 
by Drs. Richmond. Curry, McCor- 
mick ahd Lickey, county health of 
ficer, iir.d the interest manifeatad by 
the localj)hysicinn.-.^ almost assuros 
those tlilicted wiih the white'plagiie 
that a proper place for their care 
ard treatment will b^ established. 

it is said 137 deatlis occured in 
thia county Isst year from eonfeump- 
tion and thai the white plague claims 
more victims in thia county than any 
other in the State. Thia ahould 
arouse action on the part, of all the 
people. But there is mnre tn Ray 
as to the ravages of tuberculosis. 
Statistics prove that thara are more 
deaths in Kentucky every year than 
in any other state in the union. 

The last legialatnre passed a very 
wise law as to how these hospitals 
may be established and no very 
great otttlft? to naeamary. The ini- 
tial step is taken by the Fiscal Court. 
Ibey have the power to declare the 
county ft dtotriet, and • group of 
counties my declare themselves a 
district. When the court fails to 
thua declaro a diatriet the people are 
allowed to vote on the proposition at 
a regular election. The funds for 
putting up the building and the in- 
cidental expenses of condoeting the 
hospital are supplied by taxing the 
ptopld in tbp general county levy. 
Peoplo'who are able to. pay so much 
Pir week, the poor to Ibe OftTftd for 
without expense to them. 

We believe every physician in the 
county favors the erection and opera- 
tion of the hospital, and if those who 
make their living from attending to 
the»fflicted favor it, surely everyone 
else should do everything he can to 
crush out the white plague, which 
lays its withering hand on hundreds 
of people in this county every year.

The experience hae been a valuable 
one. If only becauae It has bnrasht to 
notice a eoaditlOB of eareteas tt ea s and 
looae manacanent OMkhi* U possible 
for any person In or oat of the depart- 
lueni to purloin paiwrs or other thinse 
of valu«i. The sanif la true of nearly 
all of the departnu iits. The <»rrl<lorB 
of all the public bulMln^ un> liu>-d 
with SOHJaUed dOorke«^pfrt^ and tTH>a- 
aensers; more than vould be n«eded 
to guard the treasnres of royalty. Qeo- 
i r illv Fpeaking, they serve no porpeae 
w hauler totcept to multiply the a*

Capt. parwin Bell died Tuesday 
afternoon, of Brii^t'a d laaa s e. in 

the Sf'.th year of his age. 

CapU Bell was bom January 1, 
•828, in the first house erected in 
Ch-istian county, whrre James Da- 
vis, the first pic>neer,naade his settle- 
ment. Hia father, Dr. John F. Bell, 
was born in Orange County, Va., 
and was a son of Capt. John Bell, a 
Revolutionary soldier who died in 
1805. • The soldier was a son of Wi 
liam Bell and his grandfather vva'< 
John Bell, the original ancestor of 
the family, who came from Ireland. 
Dr. John F. Rell died in this county 
in 1878, being one of . the most prom- 
inent physicians and land owners of 
South Christian. Of his family of 
three sons and five daughters, Capt. 
Darwin Bell was the last lufvivor. 
The other sons, Capt. C. D. Bell and 
Mr. John H. Bell died in this city a 
few years a^o. The daughters' are 
all deceased. The last one of them, 
Mrs. Fannie V.. Ueniy, died about 
two years ago. 

l apt. Darwin Bell waa marr ed 
Dec. -IH, 1S57. to Mis.>* MaryW. -Meri- 
wether and tu them were born Mrs. 
Katherine Bell Manson, Gilmer M. 
llell, Mrs. Margaret Rell Williams 
and J. Frank Bell. The youngest 
daughter, Mrs. M. W. Williams, 
alone survives him and it was at her 
home that his last days were spent. 
Three granddaughters, Mrs. Cyrus 
S. Radford, of Philadelphia, . Mrs. 
Clyde Smith, of New York, Miss 
Viola Williams and one son, 
Gilmer M. Bell, survive him. Also 
many other near relatives, as the 
family is widely connected a d very 
prominent. 

Deceased was educated in the best 
schools of his day and was all his 
life a stodeiit and had a fine Hbirary 
in which he took great pride and 
pleasure. He waa regard d aa one 
of the best informed men in Chris- 
tian county. 

At the age of 18 year.s he enlis ed 
in Company A, Texas Hangers, at 
San Antonio and fought vuidei( 6en. 
TayloY in the Me.xican war Ulrifcil Ju 
ly. 1848. In 1861 he entemJ as 
Lieutenant, Company A. First Ken- 
t jcky^afvary, and was soon pro- 
moted to Captain. He remained in 
the armies of the Confederacy unt l 
the close of tha war, a gallant sol- 
dier of two wars. 

A good many years ago he gave 
up farming, viiiicb he had foUowed, 
and moved to this dty. 

His funeral services were held 
ytsierday afternoon at 8:30 o'clock, 
at the homo ..f Dr. Williams, and 
the interment was in Kiversida cem- 
etery.
